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Part  1414— Poultry 
poultry 

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for 
the  defense  of  the  United  States  will  re- 
sult in  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  poultry, 
processed  poultry,  eviscerated  poultry, 
frozen  poultry,  and  canned  poultry  for 
defense,  for  private  account,  and  for  ex- 
port; and  the  following  order  is  deemed 
necessary  and  appropriate  in  the  public 
interest  and  to  promote  the  national  de- 
fense: 

§  1414.8  Restrictions  with  respect  to 
eviscerated,  frozen,  and  canned  poultry — 
(a)  Definitions.  (1)  "Processed  poultry" 
means  turkeys  and  chickens,  without  re- 
gard to  age,  weight,  or  sex,  which  have 
been  killed  and  bled. 

(2)  "Eviscerated  poultry"  means  proc- 
j    essed  poultry  from  which  the  head, 

shanks,  entrails,  or  viscera  have  been 
removed,  and  the  term  "eviscerated  poul- 
try" also  includes  processed  poultry  car- 
casses or  any  edible  parts  thereof  which 
have  been  dismembered  or  otherwise  cut 
up. 

(3)  "Frozen  poultry"  means  any 
processed  poultry  in  cold  storage  or  any 
eviscerated  poultry  in  cold  storage. 

(4)  "Canned  poultry"  means  evis- 
cerated poultry  which  has  been  preserved 
by  heat,  refrigeration,  dehydration, 
smoking,  pickling,  or  by  any  other 
method  or  combination  of  methods  of 
preserving,  and  also  includes  eviscerated 
poultry  or  any  parts  thereof  preserved 
in  combination  with  other  foods. 

(5)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  corporation,  or 
any  organized  group  of  persons  whether 
incorporated  or  not. 

(6)  "Authorized  poultry  eviscerator" 
means  any  person  who  holds  a  letter  of 
authority  issued  to  him  by  the  Order 
Administrator  to  receive  processed  poul- 
try for  evisceration  or  to  eviscerate  said 
processed  poultry. 

(7)  "Authorized  poultry  canner" 
means  any  person  holding  a  letter  of  au- 
thority issued  to  him  by  the  Order  Ad- 
ministrator to  preserve  eviscerated  poul- 
try and  put  it  in  containers. 

(8)  "Cold  storage"  means  space 
equipped  to  be  artificially  cooled  to  a 
temperature  of  10  degrees  above  zero 
"Fahrenheit,"  or  below,  and  in  which 
food  commodities  are  customarily  stored 
(but  not  operated  as  a  part  of  an  estab- 
lished retail  food  business,  hotel,  or  other 
establishment  where  persons  are  housed 
or  fed,  and  not  including  a  refrigerator 
storage  compartment,  usually  called  a 
locker,  having  a  capacity  of  not  more 
than  15  cubic  feet) . 

(9)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Marketing  Services,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration. 

(10)  "Order  Administrator"  means  the 
person  designated  by  the  Director  to 
serve  as  Order  Administrator  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  hereof. 
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(11)  "Governmental  agency"  means 

(i)  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States 
(excluding,  for  the  purpose  of  this  order, 
United  States  Army  post  exchanges,  sales 
commissaries,  United  States  Navy  ships' 
service  departments,  and  the  United 
States  Marine  Corps  post  exchanges) ; 

(ii)  the  War  Food  Administration  (in- 
cluding, but  not  being  restricted  to,  any 
corporate  agency  thereof) ;  (iii)  the  War 
Shipping  Administration;  (iv)  the  Vet- 
erans'Administration;  and  (v)  any  other 
instrumentality  or  agency  designated  by 
the  War  Food  Administrator. 

(12)  "United  States  Army  Quarter- 
master Market  Center"  means  Field 
Headquarters,  Office  of  Quartermaster 
General,  222  South  Adams  Street,  Chi- 
cago, Illinois,  or  any  other  U.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Market  Center  or  U.  S. 
Army  Quartermaster  Depot  which  said 
Field  Headquarters  may  designate. 

(b)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  person  shall 
eviscerate  processed  poultry  except  as 
provided  herein  or  as  authorized  by  the 
Director.  No  person  shall  sell,  purchase, 
contract  to  sell,  contract  to  purchase,  use, 
give,  or  deliver  any  eviscerated  poultry, 
or  accept  delivery  of  any  eviscerated 
poultry,  except  as  provided  herein  or  as 
authorized  by  the  Director.  Any  au- 
thorization, as  aforesaid,  by  the  Direc- 
tor shall  be  issued  only  if  he  determines 
that  such  authorization  is  necessary  or 
appropriate  in  the  public  interest  and  to 
promote  the  national  defense. 

(2)  Only  an  authorized  poultry  evis- 
cerator may  eviscerate  processed  poultry. 

(3)  No  authorized  poultry  eviscerator 
shall  eviscerate  any  processed  poultry 
except  (i)  in  accordance  with  the  speci- 
fications of  the  U.  S.  Army,  and  (ii)  under 
the  supervision  of  the  inspectors  of  the 
Poultry  Inspection  Service  of  the  Dairy 
and  Poultry  Branch,  Office  of  Marketing 
Services,  War  Food  Administration, 
whenever  such  inspection  service  is  avail- 
able to  the  respective  eviscerator,  or  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  U.  S.  Army 
Veterinary  Corps. 

(4)  All  eviscerated  poultry  must  be  set 
aside  and  held  by  the  owner  thereof,  i.  e., 
an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator,  until 
it  is  (i)  purchased  or  rejected  by  the 
U.S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center, 
(ii)  released  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quarter- 
master Market  Center  for  sale  to  another 
governmental  agency,  (iii)  sold  to  or  used 
by  an  authorized  poultry  canner,  or  (iv) 
released  by  the  Director.  Each  shipment 
or  delivery  of  eviscerated  poultry  to  an 
authorized  poultry  canner  or  cold  stor- 
age shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate, 
in  triplicate,  filled  out  by  the  authorized 
poultry  eviscerator  in  substantially  the 
following  language  (with  appropriate  in- 
formation inserted  in  the  blank  spaces ) : 

This  Is  to  certify  that  pounds 

of  eviscerated  poultry  hereby  delivered  Is 
eviscerated  poultry  set  aside  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  War  Pood  Order  No.  125,  issued 
by  the  War  Pood  Administrator  on  Febru- 
ary 8,  1945,  and  such  eviscerated  poultry 
must  continue  to  be  set  aside  and  held-  until 
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disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  said  order. 


(Signature  of  authorized  poultry  eviscerator) 

This  will  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  above 
indicated  quantity  of  eviscerated  poultry  set 
aside  pursuant  to  War  Food  Order  No.  125. 


(Signature  of  authorized  poultry  canner  or 
cold  storage  owner  or  operator) 

The  aforesaid  certificate  shall  be  signed 
in  triplicate  by  the  person  who  accepts 
delivery,  as  aforesaid,  of  the  eviscerated 
poultry,  and  such  person  shall  return  the 
original  to  the  authorized  poultry  evis- 
cerator, one  copy  to  the  U.  S.  Army  Quar- 
termaster Market  Center,  and  shall  re- 
tain the  third  copy  for  two  years. 

(5)  Each  owner  or  operator  of  cold 
storage  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the 
U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Cen- 
ter or  the  U.  S.  Army  Veterinary  Corps, 
make  all  eviscerated  poultry  in  such  cold 
storage,  set  aside  or  required  to  be  set 
aside  hereunder,  available  for  inspec- 
tion. 

(6)  No  person  shall  preserve  any  evis- 
cerated poultry  except  as  specified  here- 
in or  as  authorized  by  the  Director.  No 
person  shall  sell,  purchase,  contract  to 
sell,  contract  to  purchase,  use,  give,  or 
deliver  any  canned  poultry,  or  accept  de- 
livery of  any  canned  poultry,  except  as 
provided  herein  or  as  authorized  by  the 
Director.  Any  such  authorization,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  issued  by  the  Director 
only  after  he  determines  that  such  au- 
thorization is  necessary  or  appropriate 
in  the  public  interest  and  to  promote 
the  national  defense. 

(7)  Only  an  authorized  poultry  canner 
may  preserve  eviscerated  poultry.  An 
authorized  poultry  eviscerator  may,  how- 
ever, hold  eviscerated  poultry  in  cold 
storage,  in  accordance  with  (b)  (4) 
hereof. 

(8)  No  authorized  poultry  canner  shall 
use  any  eviscerated  poultry  except  (i) 
in  the  production  of  canned  poultry  in 
accordance  with  the  specification  of  the 
U.  S.  Army,  and  (ii)  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  inspectors  of  the  Poultry 
Inspection  Service  of  the  Dairy  and 
Poultry  Branch,  Office  of  Marketing 
Services,  War  Food  Administration, 
whenever  such  service  is  available,  or 
under  the  supervision  of  the  U.  S.  Army 
Veterinary  Corps. 

(9)  All  canned  poultry  must  be  set 
aside  and  held  by  the  owner  thereof, 
i.  e.,  an  authorized  poultry  canner,  until 
it  is  (i)  purchased  or  rejected  by  the 
U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Cen- 
ter, (ii)  released  by  the  U.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Market  Center  for  sale  to 
another  governmental  agency,  or  (iii) 
released  by  the  Director. 

(10)  No  person  who  canned  poultry 
in  glass  or  tin  containers  during  the 
period  of  two  years  immediately  preced- 
ing the  effective  date  hereof,  owning  any 
frozen  poultry  on  the  effective  date 
hereof,  shall  sell,  contract  to  sell,  use, 
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give,  or  deliver  any  of  such  frozen  poul- 
try, but  shall  set  aside  and  hold  all  of  the 
aforesaid  frozen  poultry  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  hereof  or  as  may  be  authorized 
by  the  Director. 

(11)  All  frozen  poultry  set  aside  pur- 
suant hereto  must  be  retained  by  the 
owner  thereof  and  held  until  it  is  (i) 
purchased  or  rejected  by  the  U.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Market  Center,  (ii)  re- 
leased by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster 
Market  Center  for  sale  to  another  gov- 
ernmental agency,  (iii)  sold  to  or  evis- 
cerated by  an  authorized  poultry 
eviscerator,  (iv)  sold  to  or  used  by  an 
authorized  poultry  canner,  or  (v)  re- 
leased by  the  Director.  Each  shipment 
or  delivery  of  frozen  poultry  to  an  au- 
thorized poultry  canner  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate,  in  triplicate, 
filled  out  by  the  owner  of  the  frozen 
poultry  in  substantially  the  following 
language  (with  appropriate  information 
inserted  in  the  blank  spaces) : 

This  is  to  certify  that  pounds  of 

frozen  poultry  hereby  delivered  Is  frozen 
poultry  set  aside  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  War  Pood  Order  No.  125  Issued  by  the 
War  Food  Administrator  on  February  8, 
1945,  and  such  frozen  poultry  must  continue 
to  be  set  aside  and  held  until  it  is  disposed 
of  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said 
order. 


(Signature  of  owner  of  frozen  poultry) 
This  will  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  above 
Indicated  quantity  of  frozen  poultry  set 
aside  pursuant  to  Wi  -  Food  Order  No.  125. 


(Signature  of  authorized  poultry  can- 
ner or  authorized  poultry  eviscerator) 

The  aforesaid  certificate  shall  be 
signed  in  triplicate  by  the  person  who 
accepts  delivery,  as  aforesaid,  of  the 
frozen  poultry,  and  such  person  shall 
return  the  original  to  the  authorized 
poultry  eviscerator,  one  copy  to  the  U.  S. 
Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center,  and 
shall  retain  the  third  copy  for  two  years. 

(12)  In  the  event  of  the  suspension  or 
the  termination  of  the  provisions  of  (b) 
(1)  to  (b)  (11)  hereof,  all  canned  poul- 
try, frozen  poultry,  and  eviscerated  poul- 
try set  aside  pursuant  to  said  provisions 
at  the  time  of  suspension  or  termination 
of  said  provisions,  shall  continue  to  be 
set  aside  and  may  be  sold  or  disposed  of 
only  in  accordance  with  (b)  (4),  (b) 
(9),  and  (b)  (11)  hereof. 

(c)  Authorizations.  (1)  Any  person 
who  desires  to  eviscerate  poultry  may 
apply  to  the  Order  Administrator  for  a 
letter  of  authorization  as  an  authorized 
poultry  eviscerator.  Such  application 
may  be  by  letter,  or  by  telegram  followed 
by  a  letter  of  confirmation,  with  respect 
to  each  plant  in  which  the  applicant  de- 
sires to  eviscerate  poultry.  The  applica- 
tion should  contain  (i)  a  statement  that 
the  applicant  has  read  War  Pood  Order 
No.  125,  (ii)  a  statement  of  the  location 
of  the  plant  where  poultry  is  to  be  evis- 
cerated, (iii)  a  representation  that  all 
eviscerated  poultry  will  be  handled  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  War 
Food  Order  No.  125,  and  (iv)  a  statement 
that  the  plant  is  on  the  approved  list  of 
the  U.  S.  Army  Veterinary  Corps,  and 
thereupon  the  Order  Administrator  may 
issue  a  letter  of  authorization  to  the  ap- 
plicant for  such  period  of  time  as  the 


Order  Administrator  may  specify  there- 
in, to  eviscerate  poultry  if  the  Order 
Administrator  determines  that  the  issu- 
ance of  said  authorization  is  appropriate 
to  effectuate  the  provisions  hereof. 

(2)  Any  person  who  wishes  to  become 
an  authorized  poultry  canner  may  file 
with  the  Order  Administrator  an  appli- 
cation to  become  an  authorized  poultry 
canner.  Such  application  may  be  by  let- 
ter, or  by  telegram  followed  by  a  letter  of 
confirmation,  with  respect  to  each  plant 
in  which  the  applicant  desires  to  produce 
canned  poultry.  The  application  should 
contain  (i)  a  statement  that  the  appli- 
cant has  read  War  Food  Order  No.  125, 
(ii)  the  location  of  the  plant  for  which 
authorization  is  requested,  (ni>  a  repre- 
sentation that  all  poultry  canned  by  the 
applicant  will  be  handled  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  War  Food  Order 
No.  125,  and  (iv)  a  statement  that  the 
plant  for  which  authorization  is  request- 
ed is  on  the  approved  list  of  the  U.  S. 
Army  Veterinary  Corps;  and  thereupon 
the  Order  Administrator  may  issue  a  let- 
ter of  authorization  to  the  applicant  for 
such  period  of  time  as  the  Order  Admin- 
istrator may  specify  therein,  to  produce 
canned  poultry,  if  he  determines  that 
the  issuance  of  such  authorization  is  ap- 
propriate to  effectuate  the  provisions 
hereof. 

(d)  Exemptions.  <1»  The  provisions 
of  this  order  shall  not  be  applicable  to 
(i)  eviscerated  poultry  or  canned  poul- 
try used  for  home  consumption  within 
the  household  where  it  is  eviscerated  or 
canned;  (ii)  eviscerated  poultry,  canned 
poultry,  or  frozen  poultry  which  has  been 
offered  for  sale  to  the  U.  S.  Army  Quar- 
termaster Market  Center  and  has  been 
rejected  by  such  U.  S.  Army  Quartermas- 
ter Market  Center;  (iii)  edible  viscera, 
and  skin  and  fat  in  excess  of  the  amounts 
permitted  under  the  specifications  of  the 
U.  S.  Army;  (iv)  canned  poultry  pro- 
duced prior  to  the  effective  date  hereof; 
and  (v)  a  retail  market,  hotel,  club, 
restaurant,  cafe,  cafeteria,  catering  es- 
tablishment, boarding  house,  railroad 
diner,  lunch  room,  sandwich  diner,  drug 
store,  or  any  institution  of  voluntary  or 
involuntary  confinement  (such  as  a  hos- 
pital, sanitarium,  sanitorium.  asylum,  or 
penal  institution),  with  respect  to  proc- 
essed poultry  which  is  eviscerated  on 
the  premises  for  sale  or  delivery  at  retail 
for  home  consumption,  or  for  direct  con- 
sumption on  the  premises. 

(2)  The  Director  may.  notwithstand- 
ing any  provisions  of  this  order,  release 
any  eviscerated  poultry,  frozen  poultry, 
or  canned  poultry  from  the  restrictions 
of  this  order  whenever  he  determines 
that  such  release  is  necessary  or  appro- 
priate in  the  public  interest  and  to  pro- 
mote the  national  defense. 

(e)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of  this 
order  shall  be  observed  without  regard  to 
contracts,  oral  or  written,  heretofore  or 
hereafter  entered  into,  or  any  rights  ac- 
crued or  payments  made  thereunder  ex- 
cept that  the  provisions  hereof  shall  not 
be  regarded  as  interfering  with  or  pro- 
hibiting the  fulfillment  of  any  contract 
heretofore  made  with  respect  to  the  sale, 
shipment,  or  delivery  of  processed  poul- 
try, eviscerated  poultry,  or  frozen  poul- 
try to  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator 
or  an  authorized  poultry  canner. 


<t)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  Each 
authorized  poultry  eviscerator  and  each 
authorized  poultry  canner  shall  keep  ac- 
curate records  with  respect  to  the  quan- 
tities of  processed  poultry  used  by  the 
respective  person.  Each  person  shall  also 
keep  accurate  records  with  respect  to  the 
quantities  of  eviscerated  poultry  and 
canned  poultry,  respectively,  produced 
and  the  disposition  thereof. 

(2)  The  Director  shall  be  entitled  to 
obtain  such  additional  information  from, 
and  require  such  additional  reports  and 
the  keeping  of  such  records  by,  any  per- 
son, as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate, 
in  the  Director's  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in 
accordance  with  the  Federal  Reports  Act 
of  1942. 

(3)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  <or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  des- 
ignate > .  maintain  an  accurate  record  of 
his  transactions  in  eviscerated  poultry 
and  canned  poultry,  respectively. 

ig)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of 
processed  poultry,  frozen  poultry,  evis- 
cerated poultry,  and  canned  poultry  of 
any  person,  and  to  make  such  investiga- 
tions, as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate, 
in  the  Director's  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  this  or- 
der. 

(h)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  petition 
for  relief  with  the  order  administrator. 
Such  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  Order 
Administrator.  War  Food  Order  No.  125. 
Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch,  Office  of  Mar- 
keting Services,  War  Food  Administra- 
tion, Washington  25.  D.  C.  Petitions  for 
such  relief  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall 
set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  the  na- 
ture of  the  relief  sought.  The  order 
administrator  may  take  any  action  with 
reference  to  such  petition  which  is  con- 
sistent with  the  authority  delegated  to 
him  by  the  Director.  If  the  petitioner 
is  dissatisfied  with  the  action  taken  by 
the  order  administrator  on  the  petition, 
he  shall  obtain,  by  requesting  the  order 
administrator  therefor,  a  review  of  such 
action  by  the  Director.  The  Director 
may.  after  said  review,  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  and  such  action 
shall  be  final.  The  provisions  of  this 
paragraph  <h>  shall  not  be  construed 
to  deprive  the  Director  of  authority  to 
consider  originally  any  petition  for  relief 
from  hardship  submitted  in  accordance 
herewith.  The  Director  may  consider 
any  such  petition  and  take  such  action 
with  reference  thereto  that  he  deems  ap- 
propriate, and  such  action  shall  be  final. 

(i)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may.  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  pro- 
cedure, be  prohibited  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of.  or  using  proc- 
essed poultry,  frozen  poultry,  eviscerated 
poultry,  or  canned  poultry.  In  addition, 
any  person  who  wilfully  violates,  any 
provision  of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a 
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crime  and  may  be  prosecuted  under  any 
and  all  applicable  laws.  Further,  civil 
action  may  be  instituted  to  enforce  any 
liability  or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin 
any  violation  of,  any  provision  of  this 
order. 

(j)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  pow- 
ers vested  in  the  War  Pood  Administra- 
tor, insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the 
administration  of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  author- 
ity vested  in  him  by  this  order;  and  one 
such  employee  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Director  to  serve  as  order  administrator, 
and  such  other  employees  as  may  be  nec- 


essary shall  be  designated  to  serve  as 
deputy  order  administrators. 

(k)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all 
communications  concerning  this  order 
shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  herein 
or  in  instructions  issued  by  the  Director, 
be  addressed  to  the  Order  Administrator, 
War  Food  Order  No.  125,  Dairy  and  Poul- 
try Branch,  Office  of  Marketing  Services, 
War  Food  Administration,  Washington 
25,  D.  C. 

(1)  Provisions  of  certain  orders  not  ap- 
plicable. The  provisions  hereof  shall  not 
be  construed  or  interpreted  as  a  modifi- 
cation or  termination  of  War  Food  Or- 
der No.  119  (9  F.R.  14269),  as  amended. 
All  persons  shall  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions of  War  Food  Order  No.  119,  as 
amended,  and  also  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions hereof. 


This  order 
shall  apply  only  to  the  area  included  in 
the  48  States  of  the  United  States  and 
the  District  of  Columbia. 

(n)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t., 
February  14,  1945.

War  Food  Administration  today  an- 
nounced a  100  percent  set-aside  order 
for  canned  poultry  (chicken  and  turkey) 
in  a  move  to  supply  U.  S.  military  de- 
mands for  approximately  70  million 
pounds  of  these  canned  products  in  1945. 
The  order,  WFO-125  becomes  effective 
February  14,  1945. 

The  poultry  meat  is  needed  for  use  in 
hospitals,  army  field  rations,  and  for 
shipment  overseas.  Preparation  of  the 
total  quantity  will  require  the  processing 
of  between  200  and  250  million  pounds 
of  "New  York  dressed"  chicken  and  tur- 
key and  the  full  use  of  all  available  poul- 
try eviscerating  and  canning  facilities 
in  the  United  States,  WFA  and  U.  S. 
Army  Quartermaster  Corps  officials  esti- 
mate. 

The  order  restricts  evisceration  of 
chickens  and  turkeys  to  "authorized 
poultry  eviscerators"  who  are  required 
to  process  according  to  U.  S.  Army  speci- 
fications. They  must  set  aside  all  they 
eviscerate  until  it  is:  (1)  purchased  or 
rejected  by  a  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster, 
Market  Center,  (2)  released  by  the  QMC 
for  sale  to  another  government  agency, 
(3)  sold  to  an  "authorized  poultry  can- 
ner,"  or  held  for  canning  by  eviscerators 
who  are  also  authorized  canners,  (4)  de- 
livered to  a  cold  storage  plant  in  which 
it  will  continue  to  be  set-aside,  or  (5) 
released  by  the  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Marketing  Services,  WFA. 

Eviscerators  are  required  to  accom- 
pany each  delivery  to  a  canner  or  to  a 
storage  plant  with  a  certificate  showing 
the  quantity  delivered  and  stating  that 


the  eviscerated  poultry  must  continue  to 
be  set  aside  for  disposition  under  the 
order. 

Only  "authorized  poultry  canners" 
may  preserve  eviscerated  poultry  and 
the  processing  of  canned  poultry  must 
be  in  accordance  with  U.  S.  Army  specifi- 
cations under  supervision  of  WFA  or  U.  S. 
Army  inspectors.  Poultry  canned  under 
the  order  must  be  set  aside  until  it  is 
(1)  purchased  or  rejected  by  QMC,  (2) 
released  by  the  QMC  for  sale  to  another 
government  agency,  or  (3)  released  by 
the  Director  of  OMS.  All  set-aside  pro- 
visions of  the  order  will  remain  in  effect 
after  suspension  or  termination  of  the 
provisions  covering  evisceration  and 
canning. 

Chickens  and  turkeys  owned  and  held 
in  cold  storage  by  canners  on  the  effective 
date  of  the  order  must  be  set  aside  until 
it  is  (1)  purchased  or  rejected  by  the 
QMC,  (2)  released  by  the  QMC  for  sale 
to  another  government  agency,  (3)  sold 
to  or  eviscerated  by  an  authorized 
eviscerator,  (4)  sold  to  or  used  by  an 
authorized  canner,  or  (5)  released  by  the 
Director.  This  applies  to  any  canner 
who  canned  poultry  in  glass  or  tin  con- 
tainers during  the  period  of  2  years  im- 
mediately preceding  the  effective  date  of 
the  order. 

Shipments  or  deliveries  of  frozen  poul- 
try to  eviscerators  or  canners  must  be 
accompanied  by  certificates  indicating 
the  quantity  and  calling  for  set-aside  of 
the  poultry  for  disposition  under  the 
order. 

Poultry  eviscerators  or  canners  may 
seek  authorization  from  the  Order  Ad- 
ministrator. Letters  of  authorization 
will  be  issued  to  applicants  having  proper 


processing  facilities  available  and  who 
agree  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
order.  Eviscerators  or  canners  faced 
with  the  prospect  of  having  their  plants 
closed  as  a  result  of  the  order,  are  urged 
to  communicate  with  the  Order  Adminis- 
trator. 

The  order  does  not  apply  to  poultry 
eviscerated  or  canned  for  use  in  home, 
or  household  in  which  it  is  eviscerated  or 
canned,  restaurants,  eating  houses,  hotels 
or  institutions  when  eviscerated  or 
canned  on  the  premises  for  consumption 
on  the  premises  or  for  sale  at  retail  for 
home  use.  It  does  not  apply  to  retailers 
who  eviscerate  poultry  for  delivery  to 
homes  for  home  use,  nor  to  eviscerated 
or  canned  poultry  previously  offered  to 
the  QMC  and  rejected,  nor  to  edible  vis- 
cera skin  or  fat  in  excess  of  specified 
quantities. 

WFA  and  QMC  officials  predict  that 
fulfillment  of  the  order  will  mean  re- 
moval of  all  canned  poultry  and  poultry 
products  from  civilian  trade  channels 
until  military  requirements  are  met. 
Stocks  of  canned  products  now  on  hand, 
however,  are  not  affected. 

QMC's  procurement  program  of  the 
past  several  months  has  included  sup- 
plies for  use  in  fulfilling  this  require- 
ment. Most  of  it,  however,  will  be  met 
largely  from  stocks  to'  be  obtained  out  of 
prospective  over-all  supplies  for  1945 
amounting  to  3,200  million  pounds  of 
chicken  and  about  517  million  pounds  of 
turkey,  dressed  weight.  Of  these  quan- 
tities more  than  2,000  million  pounds  of 
chicken  and  430  million  pounds  of  turkey 
have  been  allocated  for  civilian  use  in 
1945.

1.     Q.    To  whom  does  the  order  apply?  ^^\^\ 


A.    To  all  persons  who  can  or  eviserate^h^^cens^yr        ^  v 


turkeys  except  as  specifically  exempted  "by  rhe  order". 

2.  Q.    What  is  eviscerated  poultry:  \     . ^ 

A.     Eviscerated  poultry  is  processed  poultry  O^^ssed  poultry) 
from  which  the  head,  shanks,  entrails,  or  viscera  have  "been 
removed  and  the  term  eviscerated  poultry  also  includes  pro- 
cessed poultry  carcasses  or  any  edible  parts  thereof  which 
have  "been  dismembered  or  otherwise  cut  up. 

3.  Q.    What  is  frozen  poultry: 

A.     Frozen  poultry  is  processed  poultry  (dressed  poultry)  or 
eviscerated  poultry  in  cold  storage. 

4.  Q.    What  is  canned  poultry? 

A.     Canned  poultry  means  eviscerated  poultry  that  has  been  canned 
or  eviscerated  poultry  that  has  been  preserved  by  any  other 
method  including  freezing. 

5.  Q.    What  is  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator? 


A 


Any  person  who  has  applied  for  an  received  authorization 
to  eviscerate  processed  poultry. 
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6.  Q.    How  does  an  eviscerator  become  authorized? 

A.    By  sending  a  letter  or  telegram,  followed  by  a  letter 
of  confirmation,  to  the  Order  Administrator  giving 
the  location  of  the  plant  for  which  authorization  is 
requested  and  indicating  the  following: 

(1)  The  applicant  has  read  War  Food  Order  No.  125; 

(2)  All  eviscerated  poultry  will  he  handled  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  War  Food 
Order  No.  125; 

(3)  The  plant  has  been  approved  by  the  U.  S.  Army 
Veterinary  Corps. 

7.  Who  may  eviscerate  poultry: 

A.    Only  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator. 

8.  Q.    Does  a  poultry  eviscerator  need  to  discontinue 

operations  as  a  result  of  War  Food  Order  No.  125? 

A.    Not  if  he  becomes  authorized  promptly.     Every  effort 

will  be  made  to  approve  his  application  in  tine  so  that 
his  operations  will  not  be  interrupted. 

9.  Q,.    What  is  an  authorized  poultry  canner: 

A.    An  authorized  poultry  canner  is  any  -oerson  who 

has  applied  for  and  received  authorization  to  can 
eviscerated  poultry. 

10.  Q,.    Who  may  produce  canned  poultry: 

A.    Only  an  authorized  poultry  canner. 

11.  Q,.     How  does  a  poultry  canner  become  authorized? 

A.    By  sending  a  letter  or  telegram  followed  by  a 

letter  of  confirmation  to  the  Order  Administrator 
giving  the  location  of  his  plant  and  indicating  the 
following: 

(1)  The  applicant  has  read  War  Food  Order  No.  125; 

(2)  All  canned  poultry  will  be  handled  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  War  Food  Order  No.  125; 

(3)  The  plant  has  been  approved  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Veterinary 
Corps. 
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12.  Q.    Are  all  canning  processes  and  formulae  acceptable  to  the  TJ. 

S.  Army? 

A.    No.  Poultry  may  be  canned  only  in  accordance  with,  the  specif- 
ications of  the  U.  S.  Army  and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Poultry  Inspection  Service  of  the  Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch, 
Office  of  Marketing  Services,  War  Food  Administration,  or 
under  the  supervision  of  the  U.  S.  Army  Veterinary  Corps. 

13.  Q.    Can  a  person  use  whichever  inspection  service  he  chooses? 

A.    No.    The  Inspection  Service  of  the  Office  of  Marketing  Services, 
War  Food  Administration,  must  be  used  whenever  such  inspection 
service  is  available. 

14.  Q.    Does  a  poultry  canner  need  to  discontinue  his  operations  as  a 

result  of  War  Food  Order  No.  125? 

A.    No.    Not  if  he  becomes  authorized  promptly  and  is  able  to 
can  poultry  meeting  the  specifications  of  the  TJ.  S.  Army. 
Every  effort  will  be  made  to  keep  poultry  canning  plants  in 
operation  without  interruption.  ' 

15.  Q.    Where  are  the  specifications  of  the  TJ.  S.  Army  available? 

A.    At  Field  Headquarters,  Office  of  the  Quartermaster  General, 
222  South  Adams  Street,  Chicago,  111. 

16.  Q,.    How  may  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator  dispose  of  set-aside 

eviscerated  poultry? 

A0    He  may: 

(1)  Sell  to  the  TJ.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center,  or 

(2)  Sell  to  another  government  agency  when  released  by  the 
TJ.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center,  or 

(3)  Sell  to  any  other  person  when  rejected  by  the  TJ.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Market  Center  or  released  by  the  Director,  or 

(4)  Sell  to  any  authorized  poultry  canner. 

17.  Q.    How  may  a  poultry  canner  dispose  of  canned  poultry? 
A.    He  may: 

(1)  Sell  to  the  TJ.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center,  or 

(2)  Sell  to  another  Government  agency  when  released  by  the 
TJ.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center;  or 

(3)  Sell  to  some  other  person  when  rejected  by  the  TJ.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Market  Center  or  released  by  the  Director. 
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18.  Q.    Mist  all  frozen  poultry  owned  by  a  person  who  packed  canned 

poultry  in  tin  or  glass  containers  during  the  2-year  period 
immediately  preceding  the  effective  date  of  this  order  be  set 
aside  for  canning? 

A.  Yes. 

19.  Q.    How  can  such  frozen  poultry  be  disposed  of: 
A.    Frozen  poultry  set  aside  may  be: 

(1)  Sold  to  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center; 

(2)  Sold  to  another  government  agency  if  released  by  the 
U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center; 

(3)  Sold  to  or  used  by  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator  or 
an  authorized  poultry  canner; 

(4)  Sold  to  or  consumed  by  any  person  when  rejected  by  the 
U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Canter  or  released  by 
the  Director. 

20.  Q.    What  is  exempted  from  the  order? 

A.    The  following  exemptions  are  generally  applicable: 

(1)  Poultry  which  is  canned  or  eviscerated  for  household  use 
on  the  premises  where  consumed. 

(2)  Poultry  eviscerated  by  retailers  on  the  premises  where 
retailed. 


(3)  Poultry  eviscerated  for  use  in  hospitals  or  institutions 
on  the  premises  where  used. 

(4)  Poultry  rejected  by  the  U.  S.  Array  Quartermaster  Market 
Center. 

(5)  Edible  viscera, 

(6)  Skin  and  fat  in  excess  of  amounts  permitted  by  the  U.  S. 
Army  specifications. 

(7)  Canned  poultry  produced  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
this  order.

This  statement  is  prepared  to  answer  some  of  the  questions  which  may  be 
raised  regarding  War  Food  Order  No.  125,  as  amended.    For  further  infor- 
mation write  to  the  Order  Administrator,  War  Food  Order  No.  125,  Dairy 
and  Poultry  Branch,  Office  of  Marketing  Services,  War  Food  Administration, 
Washington  25,  D.  C. 

1.  Q.    To  whom  does  the  order  apply? 

A.    To  all  persons  who  eviscerate  or  can  chickens  or  turkeys. 

2.  Q.    To  what  does  the  order  apply? 

A.    To  eviscerated  poultry,  canned  poultry,  and  frozen  poultry, 
all  of  which  are  produced  from  processed  poultry. 

3.  Q.    What  is  processed  poultry? 

A.    Processed  poultry  is  chickens  and  turkeys  that  have  been 
killed  and  bled. 

4.  Q.    What  is  eviscerated  poultry? 

A.    Eviscerated  poultry  is  processed  poultry  from  which  the  head, 
shanks,  entrails,  or  viscera  have  been  removed.    The  term 
"eviscerated  poultry"  also  includes  processed  poultry  carcasses 
or  any  edible  parts  thereof  that  have  been  dismembered  or 
otherwise  cut  up* 

5.  Q.    Who  may  eviscerate  poultry? 

A.    Only  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator  or  a  limited  poultry 
eviscerator. 
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6.  Q.    What  is  a  limited  poultry  eviscerator? 

A.  A  person  who  produces  less  than  10,000  pounds  of  eviscerated 
poultry  a  week. t  No  limited  poultry  Eviscerator  is  permitted 
to  produce  more  than  10,000  pounds  of  eviscerated  poultry  in 
any  week. 

7.  Q,.    May  every  limited  poultry  eviscerator  produce  up  to  10,0CC 

pounds  of  eviscerated  poultry  in  a  calendar  week? 

A.    No.    A  limited  poultry  eviscerator  who  wishes  to  produce  more 
than  3,000  pounds  of  eviscerated  poultry  in  any  calendar  week 
must  establish  a  quota.     Such  a  quota'  may  not  exceed  1C,000 
pounds  in  any  calendar  week.    A  limited  poultry  eviscerator 
must  not  produce  a  quantity  of  eviscerated  poultry  in  excess 
of  his  quota  in  any  week. 

8.  Q.    May  any  limited  poultry  eviscerator  produce  up  to  3,000  pounds 

in  any  calendar  week? 

A.  Yes. 

9.  Q.    How  is  a  quota  determined? 

A.    A  quota  is  determined  by  dividing  the  total  quantity  of  poultry 
eviscerated  in  1944  by  52.    The  minimum  quota,  however,  is 
3,000  pounds. 

10.  Q.    How  is  a  quota  established? 

A.    By  writing  a  letter  to  the  Order  Administrator  as  outlined  in 
paragraph  (f)(2)  of  War  Food  OrdeT  No.  125,  Amendment  2. 

11.  Q.    Must  all  limited  poultry  eviscerators  establish  quotas? 

A.    No.     A  limited  poultry  eviscerator  who  produces  3,CC0  pounds 
of  eviscerated  poultry,  or  less,  in  each  calendar  week  need 
not  establish  a  quota. 

12.  Q.    What  is  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator? 

A.    A  person  who  eviscerates  more  than  10,000  pounds  of  processed 
poultry  in  any  calendar  week  and  who  has  applied  for  and  re- 
ceived a  letter  of  authorization  to  Eviscerate  processed 
poultry. 

13.  Q,.    How  does  an  eviscerator  apply  for  authorization? 

A.    By  sending  a  letter,  or  a  telegram  followed  by  a  letter  of 
confirmation,  to  the  Order  Administrator  giving  the  loca- 
tion of  each  plant  for  which  authorization  is  requested  and 

stating  that: 
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(1)  The  applicant  has  read  War  Fo6d  Order  No.  125,  Amendment  2. 

(2)  All  eviscerated  poultry  will  be  handled  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  War  Food  Order  No.  125,  Amendment  2.  • 

(3)  The  plant  has  been  approved'  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Veterinary 
Corps. 

14.  Q,.    'That  is  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator  obliged  to  do? 

A.    He  is  obliged  to  set  aside  and  hold  for  disposition  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  War  Food  Order  No.  125,  as  amended,  a  percent- 
age of  the  total  eviscerated  poultry  produced  by  him  eadh  week. 

15.  Q.    What  percentage  must  be  set  aside  by  an  authorized  poultry 

eviscerator? 

A.    The  percentage  that  is  specified  by  the  Director  of  the  Office 
of  Marketing  Services.    The  Director  has  specified  in  WFO  125-1 
effective  March  18,  1945  that  until  further  notice  it  will  be 
100  percent. 

16.  Q.    How- may  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator  dispose  of  set-aside 

eviscerated  poultry? 

A.    He  may  do  one  of  the  following: 

(1)  Sell  the  set-aside  eviscerated  poultry^to  the  U.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Market  Center; 

(2)  Sell  it  to  another  governmental  agency  when  the  poultry 
is  released  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center 
for  such  sale; 

(3)  Sell  it  to  an  authorized  poultry  canner;  or 

(4)  Dispose  of  it  in  other  market  outlets  if  it  has  been  offer- 
ed to  and  rejected  by  the  tt.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market 
Center  or  released  by  the  Director. 

17.  Q.    Must  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator  dispose  of  all  his  eviscer- 

ated poultry  in  the  manner  indicated  in  Answer  16? 

A.    No.    Each  authorized  poultry  eviscerator  is  permitted  to  with- 
hold from  the  set-aside  10,000  pounds  of  eviscerated  poultry 
each  week. 

18.  0.     Is  it  required  that  eviscerated  poultry  withheld  from  the  set 

aside  be  used  for  canning? 

A.    No.     It  is  released  from  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (b)(1) 
of  the  order,  but  may  be  preserved  only  by  refrigeration  un- 
less it  is  sold  -uo  and  used  by  an  authorized  poultry  canner. 

19.  Q.    Must  eviscerated  poultry  produced  by  a  limited  poultry  eviscer- 

ator be  used  for  canning. 
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A.  No.  Such  eviscerated  poultry  is  released  from  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  (b)(1)  of  the  order- but  nay  be  preserved  only  by 
refrigeration,  unless  it  is  used  by  an  authorized  poultry  canner 

20.  Q.    How  is  set-aside  eviscerated  poultry  to  be  prepared? 

A.    An  authorized  poultry  eviscerator  must  process  and  pack  all 
set-aside  eviscerated  poultry  in  accordance  with  the  specifi- 
cations of  the  U.  S.  Army  and  the  product  must  be  acceptable 
to  the  U.  S.  Army  or  to  an  authorized  poultry  canner. 

21.  Q.    Does  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator  have  to  process  and  pack 

according  to  U.  S.  Army  specifications  the  quantity  of  poultry 
he  is  permitted  to  withhold  from  the  set-aside? 

A.    No,  this  poultry  does  not  have  to  be  packed  and  processed  accord 
ing  to  U.  S.  Army  specifications.    However,  any  eviscerated 
poultry  produced  by  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator  that  does 
not  meet  the  Army  specifications  or  is  not  acceptable  to  the  U.

24.  Q.    Who  may  produce  canned  poultry? 

A.    Only  an  authorized  poultry  canner. 

25.  Q.    How  does  a  poultry  canner  apply  for  authorization? 

A.    By  sending  a  letter,  or  a  telegram  followed  by  a  letter  of  con- 
firmation, to  the  Order  Administrator  giving  the  location  of 
his  plant  and  stating  that:

30.  Q.    Must  all  canned  poultry  be  set  aside  for  sale  to  the  U.  S. 

Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center? 

A.    Yes,  unless  it  is  released  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster 
Market  Center,  or  released  by  the  Director. 

31.  Q.    What  is  frozen  poultry? 

A.    Frozen  poultry  is  processed  poultry  or  eviscerated  poultry  in 
cold  storage. 

32.  Q.    What  frozen  poultry  has  to  be  set  aside? 

A.    All  frozen  poultry  owned  by  a  person  who  packed  canned  poultry 
in  tin  or  glass  containers  during  the  2-year  period  immediately 
preceding  February  14,  1945,  must  be  set  aside.    In  addition, 
all  eviscerated  poultry* in  cold  storage  on  February  14,  1945, 
must  also  be  set  aside. 

33.  Q.    How  may  frozen  poultry  which  has  been  set  aside  be  disposed  of? 
A.    Frozen  poultry  that  has  been  set  aside  may  be: 

(1)  Sold  to  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center; 

(2)  Sold  to  another  governmental  agency  if  released  by  the  U. 
S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center; 

(3)  Sold  to  or  used  by  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator  or 
an  authorized  poultry  canner; 

(4)  Sold  to  or  consumed  by  any  person  when  rejected  by  the  U. 
S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center,  or  released  by  the 
Director. 
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34.  Q,.    May  frozen  poultry  or  eviscerated  poultry  released  from  the 

order  by  rejection  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market 
Center  be  canned? 

A.    No.     Such  poultry  may  be  preserved  only  by  refrigeration, 

35.  Q.    May  edible  viscera  be  canned? 

A.    No.    Edible  viscera  may  be  preserved  only  by  refrigeration 
unless  authorization  to  preserve  it  in  another  manner  is 
granted  by  the  Director. 

36.  Q.    What  are  the  exemptions  to  the  order? 

A.    The  following  exemptions  are  generally  applicable: 

(1)  Canned  poultry  preserved  at  hone  for  home  consumption; 

(2)  Canned  poultry,  eviscerated  poultry,  or  frozen  poultry 
that  has  been  offered  to  and  rejected  by  the  U.  S.  Army. 
Eviscerated  poultry  and  frozen  poultry  exempted,  how- 
ever, may  not  be  preserved  by  any  method  other  than  re- 
frigeration. 

(3)  A  cold  storage  operator  with  respect  to  eviscerated  or 
frozen  poultry  stored  in  his  cold  storage  facilities  but 
owned  by  or  stored  for  the  account  of  another  person.

POULTRY 

War  Food  Order  No.  125  (10  F.R. 
1662),  as  amended  (10  P.R.  1854),  is 
hereby  further  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

§  1414.8  Restrictions  with  respect  to 
eviscerated,  frozen,  and  canned  poul- 
try— (a)  Definitions.  (1)  "Processed 
poultry"  means  turkeys  and  chickens, 
without  regard  to  age,  weight,  or  sex, 
which  have  been  killed  and  bled. 

(2)  "Eviscerated  poultry"  means  proc- 
essed poultry  from  which  the  head, 
shanks,  entrails,  or  viscera  have  been 
removed,  and  the  term  "eviscerated 
poultry"  also  includes  processed  poultry 
carcasses  or  any  edible  parts  thereof 
which  have  been  dismembered  or  other- 
wise cut  up. 

(3>  "Frozen  poultry"  means  any  proc- 
essed poultry  in  cold  storage  or  any  evis- 
cerated poultry  in  cold  storage. 

(4)  "Canned  poultry"  means  eviscer- 
ated poultry  which  has  been  preserved 
by  heat,  refrigeration,  dehydration, 
smoking,  pickling,  or  by  any  other 
method  or  combination  of  methods  of 
preserving,  and  also  includes  eviscerated 
poultry  or  any  parts  thereof  preserved  in 
combination  with  other  foods. 

(5)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  corporation,  or 
any  organized  group  of  persons  whether 
incorporated  or  not. 

(6)  "Authorized  poultry  eviscerator" 
means  any  person  whose  total  produc- 
tion of  eviscerated  poultry  in  any  cal- 
endar week  exceeds  10,000  pounds  and 
who  holds  a  letter  of  authority  issued 
to  him  by  the  Order  Administrator  to 
receive  processed  poultry  for  eviscera- 
tion or  to  eviscerate  processed  poultry. 

(7)  "Limited  poultry  eviscerator" 
means  any  person  whose  total  produc- 
tion of  eviscerated  poultry  in  each  cal- 
endar week  is  not  in  excess  of  10,000 
pounds. 

(8)  "Authorized  poultry  canner" 
means  any  person  holding  a  letter  of  au- 
thority issued  to  him  by  the  Order  Ad- 
ministrator to  preserve  eviscerated  poul- 
try and  put  it  in  containers 

(9)  "Cold  storage"  means  space 
equipped  to  be  artificially  cooled  to  a 
temperature  of  10  degrees  above  zero 
"Fahrenheit,"  or  below,  and  in  which 
food  commodities  are  customarily  stored 
(but  not  operated  as  a  part  of  an  es- 
tablished retail  food  business,  hotel,  or 
other  establishment  where  persons  are 
housed  or  fed,  and  not  including  a  re- 
frigerator storage  compartment,  usually 
called  a  locker,  having  a  capacity  of  not 
more  than  15  cubic  feet) .. 

(10)  "Director"  means  the  Director 
of  Marketing  Services,  War  Food  Ad- 
ministration. 

(11)  "Order  Administrator"  means  the 
person  designated  by  the  Director  to 
serve  as  Order  Administrator  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  hereof. 


(12)  "Set  aside"  means  set  aside  and 
hold  for  disposition  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  hereof. 

(13)  "Governmental  agency"  means 
(i)  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States 
(excluding,  for  the  purpose  of  this  or- 
der, United  States  Army  post  exchanges, 
sales  commissaries,  United  States  Navy 
ships'  service  departments,  and  the 
United  States  Marine  Corps  post  ex- 
changes) ;  (ii)  the  War  Food  Admin- 
istration (including,  but  not  being 
restricted  to,  any  corporate  agency 
thereof)  ;  (iii)  the  War  Shipping  Admin- 
istration; liv)  the  Veterans' Administra- 
tion; and  (v)  any  other  instrumentality 
or  agency  designated  by  the  War  Food 
Administrator.

ib)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  person  shall 
eviscerate  processed  poultry  except  as 
provided  herein  or  as  authorized  by  the 
Director.  No  person  shall  sell,  purchase, 
contract  to  sell,  contract  to  purchase, 
use,  give,  or  deliver  any  eviscerated 
poultry,  or  accept  delivery  of  any  evis- 
cerated poultry,  except  as  provided  herein 
or  as  authorized  by  the  Director.  Any 
authorization,  as  aforesaid,  by  the  Di- 
rector shall  be  issued  only  if  he  deter- 
mines that  such  authorization  is  nec- 
essary or  appropriate  in  the  public  in- 
terest and  to  promote  the  national 
defense. 

(2)  Only  an  authorized  poultry  evis- 
cerator may  produce  more  than  10,000 
pounds  of  eviscerated  poultry  in  any  cal- 
endar week.  Only  an  authorized  poultry 
eviscerator  or  a  limited  poultry  eviscera- 
tor may  eviscerate  processed  poultry. 

(3)  Each  authorized  poultry  eviscera- 
tor shall,  out  of  his  production  of  evis- 
cerated poultry  during  each  calendar 
week,  set  aside  a  quantity  of  eviscerated 
poultry  equal  to  the  quantity  determined 
by  applying  such  percentage  as  may  be 
specified  by  the  Director  to  all  eviscer- 
ated poultry  produced  by  such  author- 
ized poultry  eviscerator  during  the  re- 
spective calendar  week.  Any  author- 
ized poultry  eviscerator  is,  however,  per- 
mitted to  withhold  at  least  10,000  pounds 
of  the  eviscerated  poultry  produced  dur- 
ing the  respective  calendar  week,  by  such 
authorized  poultry  eviscerator,  from  the 
set-aside  obligations  hereunder,  and 
such  10,000  pounds  of  eviscerated  poul- 
try may  be  disposed  of  and  used  without 
restriction  by  (b)  (1)  hereof.

(12)  No  person  who  canned  poultry  in 
glass  or  tin  containers  during  the  period 
of  two  years  immediately  preceding  Feb- 
ruary 14,  1945,  owning  any  frozen  poultry 
on  February  14,  1945,  shall  sell,  contract 
to  sell,  use,  give,  or  deliver  any  of  such 
frozen  poultiy,  but  shall  set  aside  and 
hold  all  of  the  aforesaid  frozen  poultry 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof  or  as 
may  be  authorized  by  the  Director. 

( 13 )  All  frozen  poultry  set  aside  persu- 
ant  hereto  must  be  retained  by  the  owner 
thereof  and  held  until  it  is  (i)  purchased

(II)  ,  and  (b)  (13;  hereof. 

(O  Authorizations.  (1)  Any  person 
who  desires  to  produce  in  excess  of  10.000 
pounds  of  eviscerated  poultry  in  any  cal- 
endar week  may  apply  to  the  Order  Ad- 
ministrator for  a  letter  of  authorization 
as  an  authorized  poultry  eviscerator. 
Such  application  may  be  by  letter,  or  by 
telegram  followed  by  a  letter  of  con- 
firmation, with  respect  to  each  plant  in 
which  the  applicant  desires  to  eviscerate 
poultry.  The  application  should  con- 
tain (i)  a  statement  that  the  applicant 
has  read  War  Food  Order  No.  125.  as 
amended.  Mi  i  a  statement  of  the  location 
of  the  plant  where  poultry  is  to  be  evis-

(2)  The  provisions  of  this  order  shall 
not  be  applicable  to  an  operator  of  cold 
storage  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  de-  ' 
livery  of  eviscerated  or  frozen  poultry 
stored  in  his  cold  storage  facilities  if 
such  poultry  is  owned  by,  and  stored  for,  • 
the  account  of  any  other  person. 

•  3  The  Director  may.  notwithstand- 
ing any  provisions  of  this  order,  release 
any  eviscerated  poultry,  frozen  poultry, 
or  canned  poultry  from  the  restrictions 
of  this  order  whenever  he  determines 
that  such  release  is  necessary  or  appro- 
priate in  the  public  interest  and  to  pro- 
mote the  national  defense. 

'e)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of  this 
order  shall  be  observed  without  regard 
to  contracts,  oral  or  written,  heretofore 
or  hereafter  entered  into,  or  any  rights 
accrued  or  payments  made  thereunder 
except  that  the  provisions  hereof  shall 
not  be  regarded  as  interfering  with  or 
prohibiting  the  fulfillment  of  any  con- 
tract heretofore  made  with  respect  to 
the  sale,  shipment,  or  delivery  of  proc- 
essed poultry,  eviscerated  poultry,  or 
frozen  poultry  to  an  authorized  poultry 
eviscerator  or  an  authorized  poultry  can- 
ner. 

(1)  Each  au- 
thorized poultry  eviscerator  and  each 
authorized  poultry  canner  shall  keep 
accurate  records  with  respect  to  the 
quantities  of  processed  poultry  used  by 
the  respective  person.  Each  person  shall 
also  keep  accurate  records  with  respect 
to  the  quantities  of  eviscerated  poultry 
and  canned  poultry,  respectively,  pro- 
duced and  the  disposition  thereof.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO-125  Amendment  2. 

In  an  effort  to  aid  poultry  processors, 
including  retail  handlers  serving  civil- 
ians, the  WFA  today  relaxed  restrictions 
applicable  to  poultry  eviscerators  under 
WFO  125.  The  original  order,  effective 
February  14,  required  all  authorized  poul- 
try eviscerators  to  set  aside  100  percent 
of  the  quantity  of  chickens  and  turkeys 
they  processed  to  be  canned  or  otherwise 
processed  for  Government  purchase. 

Through  the  amendments,  effective 
12:01  a.  m.,  Sunday,  March  18,  1945,  order 
restrictions  no  longer  apply  to  eviscera- 
tors (chiefly  retail  butcher*  >  processing  a 
total  of  3,000  pounds  or  less  of  chickens 
and  turkeys  each  calendar  week,  except 
that  such  poultry  may  not  be  preserved 
by  any  method  other  than  refrigeration. 


Order  restrictions  for  eviscerators 
processing  more  than  3,000  but  less  than 
10,000  pounds  each  calendar  week  have 
also  been  removed.  Such  eviscerators 
normally  supplying  retail  butchers  are 
required  to  establish  quotas  based  on 
their  average  weekly  production  of  evis- 
cerated chickens  and  turkeys  in  1944. 
Through  the  amendment  they  are  re- 
lieved from  set- aside  restrictions  so  long 
as  they  do  not  exceed  their  respective 
quotas.  The  poultry  they  process,  how- 
ever, may  not  be  preserved  by  means 
other  than  refrigeration. 

Eviscerators  producing  more  than 
10,000  pounds  in  any  week  must  be  au- 
thorized by  the  Order  Administrator  and 
must  set  aside  that  percentage  of  their 
production  designated  by  the  Director  of 
the  Office  of  Marketing  Services  of  WFA. 


The  percentage  designated  by  the  Direc- 
tor in  WFO  125.1  is  100%.  These  evis- 
cerators, however,  may  withhold  10,000 
pounds  of  any  week's  production,  exclu- 
sive of  the  quantity  set  aside,  for  dis- 
posal without  restriction  into  civilian 
trade  channels,  but  they  may  not  pre- 
serve it  by  methods  other  than  refrigera- 
tion. 

The  amendment  also  relieves  cold  stor- 
age warehousemen  holding  poultry 
owned  by  others  fi-om  the  responsibility 
of  deliveries  under  the  order. 

The  announced  amendments  to  WFO 
125  do  not  relieve  poultry  canners  from 
the  requirement  of  setting  aside  100  per- 
cent of  their  production  for  Government 
purchase. 

The  amendments,  WFA  officials  say, 
will  help  to  provide  for  a  steadier  flow 
of  poultry  into  civilian  trade  channels.

Poultry  Canning  Order  Partly 
Suspended 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Clinton  P. 
Anderson  today  announced  suspension 
until  October  1,  1945  of  canning  opera- 
tions for  the  Government  under  WFO 
125,  as  amended,  the  poultry  canning 
Order.  This  action  will  permit  the  Na- 
tion's canning  facilities  to  be  used  until 
October  1,  1945,  for  the  preparation  of 
canned  chicken  and  canned  chicken 
products  for  civilian  use. 


Canners  have  operated  under  WFO 
125  since  February  14,  1945  when  a  re- 
quirement of  70  million  pounds  of 
canned  poultry  for  the  Armed  Forces 
was  announced.  Production  under  the 
Order  has  been  better  than  expected  and 
the  supply  of  canned  chicken  thus  ex- 
ceeds Governmental  needs  for  the  next 
few  weeks. 

Set-aside  provisions  of  the  Order  per- 
taining to  processed  and  canned  poultry 
produced  before  the  suspension  will  re- 
main in  effect. 

While  the  supply  of  poultry  suitable 
for  products  wanted  by  the  U.  S.  Armed 


Forces  is  now  very  scarce,  other  grades 
and  classes  suitable  for  canning  are 
available.  By  suspending  the  Order 
temporarily  it  will  be  possible  for  can- 
ners to  produce  such  products  as  chicken 
soup,  chicken  a  la  king,  chicken  with 
noodles,  and  other  similar  chicken  prod- 
ucts for  civilian  use. 

Since  the  Armed  Forces  will  require 
additional  canned  chicken  the  Order 
will  again  become  fully  effective  Octo- 
ber 1  when  there  will  be  sufficient 
poultry  for  continuous  operation  of  the 
canning  plants.

Because  the  armed  forces  will  be  able 
to  acquire  future  canned  poultry  needs 


through  open  market  negotiation  and 
contract  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  terminated  War  Pood  Order  125,  ef- 
fective August  27,  1945.  This  was  the 
order  which,  previous  to  its  temporary 
suspension  on  July  31,  requiredTfST'ESB' 
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major  portion  of  canned  poultry  and 
canned  poultry  products  be  set  aside  for 
purchase  by  the  Armed  Forces.  Poultry 
eviscerated  and  canned  while  this  order 
was  in  effect  is  not  released  by  the  ter- 
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
